Applicant's election without traverse of Invention I and groups A-4 and B-1 in the 
reply filed on June 2, 2005 is acknowledged. Upon reading the Applicant's election of a 
single removal step and identifying claims 74-86 which are directed to two CMP removal 
steps the examiner determined that the previous restriction requirement created some 
ambiguousness. The restriction requirement sent 5/3/2005 is hereby withdrawn and the 
following restriction requirement is provided.
